Easctin's Hero Wore 


In the second century flying men 
lived only in the f ination. One 
of the earliest pieces of iiteraturé in 
which one appeared is from the hand 
ofthe satirist Lucian, who wrote a 
dialogue purporting to be between 
Menippus, the sky man, and 4 friend. 

Menippus ‘describes’ his visit to 
Zeus on a pair of wings, one 
which was taken from an eagle, the 
other from a vultnre, “for no others 
‘would be large enough to uphold the 
weight of a man’s body.”- Profiting 
from the experience of Icarus, who 
fell into the sea because the sun melt- 
ed his wax fastenings, Menippus strap- 
ped his pinions to his shoulders “and 
made grips for my hands at the ends 
of the primary feathers.” 

With this oddly assorted pair of 
wings he practiced flapping them as 
geese do, “lifting myself along the 
ground and running on tiptoe as I 
flew.” When he felt sure of himself 
Menippus went to the’acropolis for his 
first take-off and jumped off the cliff: 
After that he practiced short flights. 
and then “provisioning myself as 
lightly. as I could,” he made straight 
for heaven, 

His. éstimate of celestial distances 
was extremely conservative. Here are 
his words: s 

“It was three thousdnd furlongs, 
then, from the earth to the moon, my 
first stage; from there up to the sun 
pérhaps five hundred jeagues; and 
from the sun to heaven itself and the 
citadel of Zeus would be ‘also a day's 
ascent for an eagle traveling light.” 

When he reached the maan he was 
tired; especially in his vulture wing, 
which was not as strong as that of the 
eagle. 

“Perching on the moon,” he re- 
counts, “I rested myself, looking down 
on the earth from on high.” - And he 
goes on to describe what he saw from 
his seat in the sky. ~“In the first 
place, imagine that the earth you see 
fs very small, far less than the maan, 
I mean; so that when I suddenly peer- 
ed down I was long uncertain where 
the big mountains and the great sea 
were--. . . But as soon ds I/had con- 
centrated my gaze fixedly the life of 
man in its entirety disclosed itself to 
me, and not only the nations and the 
cities but the people themselves as 
clear as could be.”

GREEN FEED FOR 
EGG PRODUCTION 


Green feed in some form is 


essential in the 
order to maintain: 
healthy, vigorous condition. It 
should be supplied daily unless the 
birds are on range where green feed 
is available. During the summer 
months rape, cereals, clover or al- 
falfa are usually easily obtained and 
they make excellent green feeds. 

In the winter months green feed 
is more difficult’to obtain. The 
Principal sources are cabbage, 
sprouted oats, alfalfa and clover 
meal or hay, beets, mangels, swedes 
and potatoes. 

cabbage, sprouted oats, alfalfa or 
clover meal, make excellent green 
feed. They are sycculent, rich in 
certain vitarhines, and the birds like 
them. Cabbage, alfalfa . and 
sprouted oats are not always easily 
obtained. “-Hf.clover is to be used, 
it should be cut early~.and carefully 
cured as the leaves are the * 
part. Beets, mangels and swedes 
are the principal root crops used foy 
green feed. Potatoes are used oc- 
casionally. ,These crops are gener- 
aily available and constitute a con- 
venient form of green feed. _Ex- 
periments have “béen caryied on at 
the Experimental Station, Freder- 
icton, during the last two years to 
determine the relative value of man- 
gels, swedes , and potatoes as green 
feed for laying pullets, , ‘The aver-

turnips, followed by the pen fed with 
The fertility of the eggs 
as well as the hatchability, has also 
been in favor of the swedes, followed 
by potatoes. Swedes are not gen- 
erally considered to be equal to 
sprouted oats or alfalfa meal but 
where these afe not easily obtain- 
able, it Would seem from the above 
experiments, that swedes are a fair-

WINTERING BEES 


In the fall there wiil be found in 
most aplaries a few colonies that are 
feonstdefed too weak for safe winter- 
ing and these are generally united to 
make one s{rong colony in. piace of 
two or more weak ones. The usual 
method of uniting, however, results 
tin the loss of many good queens that 
imight be of great value the following 
spring. For the past five or six 
years the Bee Division of the Dom- 
infon Experimental Farms has been 
[very succeéssful-in uniting weak col- 
onies as follows:—During the latter 
end of September or early in October ; 
‘half the combs are removed from 
leach weak colony.* In the centre ' 
of half these treated colonies is} 
placed a tight fitting division board , 
jso that the combs and bees of the 
colony are on. one side of it. The 
combs and bees from the other col- 
onies are then brought over and 
placed onthe opposite side of the 
division so that there are now two 
;weak colonies in one hive but com- 
pletely separated from each other. 
A block of wood is placed in the en- 
itrance of the hive so that it provides 
two small entrances, one at each 
,corner of the front. This block 
{should be pushed-in so that it will

I will 
only tell you that I-am at work on an 
historic drama, entitled, ‘Oliver Crom- 
well,’ in which I shall not speak badly 
of England. 

“As regards Itallan literature, I am 
completely in the dark, and know noth- 
ing whatever about 1°. if course, 
there is Pirandello, with whom I have 
had the pleasure of dining once in 
London. He is a most charming 
gentleman, but I cannot forgive him 
for having given occasion to Bnglish 
critics to institute a comparison be- 
tween Pirandello and G. B, S. : 

“As a matter of fact, I resemble 
Porandello, as much as a saint resem- 
bles a monk. Bernard Shaw’s truth 
is only one, while Pirandello, like the 
old monks, belives in three truths: 
Spirt, flesh and dreams.” |

tomer, but kept his knowledge to him- 
self.

But 
what a terrible indictment of the 
ability of states, cities and towns to 
‘govern themselves! Governor Rit- 
chie, of Maryland, and others view 
with much alarm the encroachment 
of Federal ‘authority upon the pre- 
rogatives of the states. But if the 
legislatures of the different states 
haven't echough instinct of human 
self-preservation to agree upon a uni- 
form signal for a man who sticks his 
hand out of an automobile window, 
then we can expect Federal activities 
in the future to make those of the 
present look like thirty cents. 

No automobile driver can possibly 
know. or understand all the varying 
laws and regulations govering his 
actions, as they change from town to 
town and from state to state. There 
is no reason whatever for the failure 
of states to adopt uniform traffic laws 
“land regulations except sheer incom- 
petence of government. * 

It is worse than futile to talk about 
any substantial reduction or preven- 
tion of accidents until uniformity of 
traffic regulation has been attained. 
When that is done drivers can be ex- 
pected to understand and abide by 
the rules. As it is now, the situation 
is so chaotic and public opinion will 
not stand for the severe punishment 
of drivers. Everyone knows that 
everyone else is driving in a haze of 
semi-ignorance. Once the situation 
is simplified and standardized, the 
driver can be held for failure to sig- 
nal and for other infractions of regu-

More Farm Tasks (Says Nungesser 


Urged Electrified; Fell During Gale 


London.—That the Work of clean- 
ing, feeding, not to mention mitking 
150 cows, could be done by three men 
fastead of the usual 15, was the con- 
tention of R. Borlase Matthews, who. 
read a paper on the subject of elec- 
tricity on the farm before the en- 
gineering section of the British As- 
sociation meeting at Leeds. . 

Mr. Matthews believed that the 
path of improvement in farming as 
an industry lay in the introduction of 
electrical transport. At present, he 
said, hay in England is often carried 
“in single trusses on the shoulders 
of laborers.” This- should cease. 
Moreover, threshing machines ought 
to be supplied with electrical chain- 
conveyors, while fertilizers should be 
liquified, so that they could be pump- 
ed and distributed electrically onto 
the fields. On a farm of 420 acres, 
Mr. Matthews calculated that over 
8000 tons of material had to be trans- 
ported annually, and this could be 
done most economically by electrical 
apparatus.

How to Test your 
Headlights 


Lights on motor tars may glare either 
through bulbs being out of focus or the 
lamips themselves not having the proper 
tilt. 


To test the lights on your car place the car 
con a levél space 25 feet from a wall or 
screen. Mark a horizontal line on the wall 
the same height from the ground as the 
centre of the lamps on your car. Under 
no circumstances should this line, which is 
called the Lamp Level Line, be more than 
42 inches from the ground. 


With lamps having a screw adjustment 
turn the screw one way or another until the 
horizontal beam on the wall from each 
lamp is aa narrow a3 possible. (Lens need 
not be removed.) 


To focus bulbs in lamps without outside 
adjusting screw, remove the lens and move 
the bulb backward or forward until the 
circle of Hight on the wall is as small as 
possible. Thex replace lens. 


Then test each lamp separately with Iens 
installed. The top of the beast of light 
should be 4 inches to 7 inches below the 
Lamp Level Line to take care of the loading 
of the car. Light touring cars require a 
full 7 inches below the line. Lamps on 
Fords without batteries require 10 inches 
below the line. If in doubt tilt the lamps 
till the top of the beam is still lower.

The motor car with glaring headlights is a danges.to its 
own driver and a terror to others on the highwa 
Drivers moving in the opposite direction are deprived of 
sight to guide their cars. 

A good garage mechanic can focus headlights so that 
they do not glare. Drivers can do it themselves by 
following printed, instructions. The Department of 
Highways will mail you without charge complete 
instructions. Test your headlights often to be assured 
they do not glare. You are responsible. Lamps are 
designed for the roadway and not the other driver’s 
eyes or the tree tops. Night driving must be made safe. 
Never drive with only one headlamp lighted or tail 
light out. 

Brakes and steering gear should be kept in perfect 
condition at all times. Your car must obey if you wish 
it to be safe for you and not a menace to others. 
The concentrated effort in behalf of safety on the high- 
ways is meeting with a widespread and active support. 
Co-operation from every motorist is asked so that the 
example ‘set during this period may take a pérmanent 
hold of the consciousness of all who use the highways. 
It is the duty of everybody to learn how accidents may 
be prevented.

King of Harness Horses Left 


Many Gets to Carry on 
His Record _, 


One day in June, back in 1849, a 
poor farmer, William M. Rysdyk, 
was sitting on the top raibof a fence 
near the barn of Jonas Seeley, a 
breeder, at Sugar Loaf, Orange 
County. Seeley had offered to sell 
Rysdyk a mare and her foal, » five 
week's old, for $125. Now $125 repre- 
sented nearly the entire’ savings of 
the prospective purchaser and he 
hesitated long before he decided to 
risk all on the future of the mare and 
her bay colt. / 

If ever a lucky purchase in horse- 
flesh was made it was consummated 
when Rysdyk handed over his hard- 
earned money and led the animals 
away to Chester. 


It was in the stud and not on the} 


race track that Rysdyk’s Hamble- 
tonian, as the colt was named, 
achieved his reputation. He served 
in all for twenty-one years in the stud 
and 1,287 of his sons and daughters 
were ‘foaled, many of whom blazed 
their way to glory on the race track 
and were so successful in breeding 


——— 


that this period was called the age of | 


Hambletonians. 

The fame of Rysdyk’s Hamble- 
tonian spread, as success on the turf 
grew. Particularly remarkable was 
a horse named Dexter, which scored 
a long series of victories against the 
best horses in the country, with hard- 
ly a defeat. His name became & 
household word and a hippodroming 
tour was arranged to satisfy the de- 
sire of the country to see him in ac- 
tion. - 

As the sensational career of Dexter 
progressed it reflected glory on his 
stud sire. Rysdyk’s Hambletonian 
peoas became the most popular stal- 
lion in the country. It was only after 
considerable persuasion by his 
friends, however, that Rysdyk de- 
cided to advance the price for the 
stud services of Hambletonian to $100 
\in 1863. This step, once taken, how- 
ever, fired the ambition of the farmer 
go that the next year he demanded 
300 and a year later $500. At that 
sum the fee remained until the retire- 
ment of Hambletonian from the stud 
jin 1863, his total earnings being $187,- 
715. %

The Ploughing of Clay Soils. 


Late summer or fall ploughing is 
the general practice that should be 
followed for clay soils. . Where weeds 
are not troublesome clay soils plough- 
ed. late in the fall and kept in the 
rough ploughed form permit the frost 
and weather-to break down the“clods. 
Results of many experiments show 
that no profitable increase in yield 
will be secured from ploughing deep- 
er than 5 or 6 inches. All these till- 
age operations for clay soils must be 
carried out only when the soil has 
its most desirable content of mois- 
ture, according to a bulletin on Crop 
Rotations and Soil Management for 
Eastern Canada available at the Pub- 
lications Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa. The bad ef- 
fect of a single ploughing when the 
soil is too wet. is believed to last for 
three or four years. Ploughing in the 
spring when too dry greately in- 
creases the work and may result in a 
cloddy seed-bed. 


Fattening Turkeys. 


The proper time to begin fattening 
turkeys is four weeks before they are 
wanted for table use.. They need not 
be confined {n pens, because, when 
properly fed they take no more exer- 
cise than is necessary. Turkeys 
raised in the open during the summer 
cannot stand close confinement dur- 
ing the fattening period. In a bulle- 
tin on turkeys, available at the Pub- 
lications Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, complete in- 
structions for feeding the. fattening 
birds’ ar® given. The young birds 
should, be started feeding gradually. 
The feed should consist of mash and 
whole grain. The mash, which is fed 
for the morning and mid-day meals, 
is made up of equal parts of ground 
oats, barley meal, cornmeal and 
wheat ‘bran, Ground buckwheat may 
be used instead of the ground barley. 
The ground grains should be mixed 
thoroughly before moistening with 
water or skim-milk, using . only 
enough to make the meal stick to- 
gether and not enough to make it 
sticky or sloppy. The moistening 
should be. done about two hours be- 
fore feeding. The mash-is fed in a 


Tulip Planting. 

Tulip planting time is/approaching 
and unless the bulbs are set out dur- 
ing the next few weeks another 
spring will pass without the gorgeous 
display of bloom for which the tulip 
is noted. According to the Superin- 
tendent of the Nappan, Nova Scotia, 
Experimental Farm, good bloom may 
be expected from bulbs set as late as 
the beginning of November. In his 
report for 1926 Mr. Baird, the Super- 
intendent, states that the early varie- 
ties Vermillion Brilliant, Pottebakker 
Scarlet, Chrysolora, Joost Van Von- 
del, made a splendid showing from 
May 26th to June 12th. .The Darwin 
tulips, Mr. Baird points out, come in- 
to bloom later, but are richer and 
have more delicate colors than the 
early sorts, filling in nicely between 
the early tulips.and the summer an- 
nuals, The’ first bloom of the Dar- 
wins noted at Nappan in the year un- 
der review was June bth. The flower- 
ing season lasted until the 24th of the 
month. . Among the most prominent 
sorts grown that year were Europe, 
fEdmee, Farncombe Sanders, “Bartig- 
on, La Tulipe Noire and Prof.. Rau- 
wenhof. This report, which is distri- 
buted by The Publications Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa, contains valuable information 
on dahlias, sweet peas, perennials, 
and other flowers besides field field 
crops, and garden crops and other 
questions related to general farming. 

Harvesting Field Root Seed. 

During recent years the federal and 
provincial experimental farms have 
taken up root seed raising with very 
favorable results. They have proved 
conclusively that field root seeds can 
be successfully raised in Canada and

superior, both in yield and quality, to 
crops of the same varieties grown 
from imported seed. A new bulletin 
on Field Roots in Canada, distributed 
by the Publications Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, along 
with a great deal of information on 
field root seed raising 
gives’ instructions for harvesting 
these seeds.

The seed clusters 
must be picked by hand when they 
become brown, and several pickings 
are necessary tor get the crop in the” 
best condition. As they are collected 
the seed stalks should be spread out 
to a depth of 4 to 6 inches where dry- 
ing conditions are good and forked 
over several times to facilitate the 
thorough drying of the seed heads, 

Wintering Rootes to Be Used for 

Seed Growing. 

Field root seed is grown from oelth- 
er mature roots or stocklings, planted 
in the spring. Stockings are small 
immature roots and there are certain 
advantages in using them, but, con- 
ditions being equal, they do not pro- 
duce so much seed as mature roots. 

Roots for seed raising must bo 
handled with care, particular pains 
being taken that no damage Is done 
in harvesting and atoring.. The pro- 
per methods of harvesting and stor- 
ing are fully described in a new bulle- 
tin ‘on Field Roots in Canada avail- 
able at the Publications Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa. In gathering the roots that are 
to be used for seed raising the leaves 
should not be twisted off but cut two 
or three inches from the top of the 
root.. The roots should not be trim- 
med, and'a critical examination of 
them should be made at harvest time 
and all damaged, misshapen, prongy 
and off-type ones discarded. , 

Many methods of holding over win- 
ter roots tb be used for seed have 
been tried out, according to the bulle- 
tin, by far the best method under or 
dinary Canadian conditions is to 
store them in properly constructed 
cellars or pits. For satisfactory stor- 
age, temperatures shoulld be main- 
tained between 32 and 38 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Sudden and extromé tem- 
perature changes are the cause of 
greater loss than continued low tem- 
peratures. Mangels, sugar beets and 
carrots will even stand considerable 
freezing provided they are not hand- 
led while frozen and that the frost is 
allowed to come out gradually. Stored 
roots must not be allowed to dry out 
as drying is one of the principal 
causes of loss in cellar storage. -

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Care of Brushes 


Brooms and brushes give much 
longer and more efficient service it 
they are taken care of. 

Before being used for the first time, 
all household brushes and brooms 
should be soaked in cold water and 
allowed to dry thoroughly. This makes 
the wood around the bristles swell 
and thus strengthens the hold on’ 
them, it also prevents the bristles from 
breaking off short. 

A broom should be kept free from 
all sweepings. Keep at hand an old 
piece of comb, and, when sweeping is 
over, gently remove all hairs, bits of 
fluff ‘and odds and ends before putting 
the broom, brush-end upward, in the 
corner. 

Periodically brooms should be treat- 
ed to a bath of soft soap and water, to 


in general, | which a little borax, soda or ammonia 


tas been added. Having been well 
rinsed in several cold waters the 
brooms should be thoroughly dried. 

The bristles of hair »vrushes, brooms 
and scrubbing brushes may be stiffen- 
ed if dipped in a strong solution of 
alum, or, in the case of tooth brushes, 
a solution of salt and water, Brooms 
and brushes, bowever thick the 
bristles, must never be allowed to rest 
upon the bristles when not in use.

As a traveler, it is a fruit 
of privilege. Banana ports receive the 
fruit at wharves aipecialig’ designed 
for the purpose. Private cars are set 
apart for their transport. At some 
destinations warehouses exclusively 
for bananas await them, swept and 
garnished ard kept at even tempera- 
ture. 

The regular banana pier has‘towers 
to d» the untoading; four of them work- 
ing at a t'me on the larger vessels; 
thy arc equipped with conveyors eon- 
sisting of an endless chain of canvas 
cradies, The chain is lowered into the 
hold of the ship, where the bunches, to 
avoid crushing, are packed two deep 
in from four to six stages, separated 
by false floors. The bunches are drop- 
ped gently into the cradles on top of 
a straw mat. 

By hand or by belt-conveyors_ the 
fruit is brought to cars equipped with 
floor racks, necessary for the free cir- 
culation of air, and they must be 
thoroughly cleaned in advance, as dirt 
has a bad effect on the cargo. Ba- 
nands must be kept.at a temperature 
of about 60 degrees; and so that cars, 
having been made airtight, are iced in 
hot weather and supplied with straw 
in cold. ;

A Land of Queues. 


If Russia {s the land of paradoxes, 
she is no less the land of queues. 
‘This is one of the most pronounced 
characteristics of communism ev!- 
denced throughout Russia. Wherever 
one goes long lines of people are to 
be seen waiting their turn outside the 
Government stores or at some other 
Government agency. 
do these long lines of people achieve 
greater proportions than at the rail- 
road stations, which almost invari- 
ably have one ticket window for all 
classes of passengers. This is sup- 
posed to emphasize the spirit of 
fequality; the resultant inefficiency 
seems to go”amheeded. It is not un- 
usual for prospectiVe=travelers to 
wait three days and nights ii iing for 
a ticket ,and even then they are no! 
sure of getting one, for frequently the 
supply is exhausted for days at a 
time. 

Peasant Life. 

Under the Czar the mujiks, or peas- 
ants, were virtual slaves. Nearly all 
the land belonged to the Crown or 
the Grand Dukes. The peasants were 
kept in extreme poverty; nearly all 
of them were illiterate and lived in 
hovels, much like animals. 

Since the revolution the land has 
been divided among them. As long 
as they cultivate it they may remain 
on it. They may consume all the 
grain, vegetables, meat and the live- 
stock that they require for their own 
needs, but the surplus must be sold to 
the co-operative societies organized 


‘The ragamufiins, most of them in- 
corrigibles, are the abandoned child- 
ren whose parents were killed in the 
early days of the revolution or who 
starved to death in the famine a few 
years ago. Homeless, many of them 
mere tots, they wandered out into the 
unknown world, sleeping where night 
overtook them, in streets, alleys and 
open fields. 

Like alley.cats, they sought food 
wherever it could be obtained. With- 
out parental guidance, many of them 
being too young to work, they became 
human animals, young wolves preying 
upon the inhabitants of villages, 
towns and cities for sustenance.

Dry sawdust and fine shavings make 
a clean and satisfactory bedding mato- 
rial for all kinds, of animals, 

‘When the supply of straw—the bed- 
ding material almost universally used 
on the farm—is short it may be sup- 


may be used alone. Dry sawdust will 
absorb from two to three ‘times as 


it must be considered an excellent 
material to soak up liquid excreta, the 
most valuable part of the manure, 
Manure from stables and cowbarns 
in which sawdust has been used as a 
little has ben found to be of good: 
quality and suitable for application to 
most soils, more particularly for heavy 
loams. The suspicion that this type! 
of manure is injurious to the land is 
apparently without foundation since 
enquiries made both in Canada and 
the United States have fafled to re- 
veal any instances in ‘which such in- 
jury has—resulted. However, if an 
excessive amount of sawdust has been 
employed the resulting manure might 
be of poor quality and possibly un-

The early days of the fur traders In 
Canada are recalled by the publica- 
tion of two new map sheets of the Na- 
tional Topographic ‘series by the 
Topographical Survey, Department jof 
the Interior, at Ottawa. These are 
the provisional editions of the Grand 
Rapids and The Pas sheets, adjoining 
each othef and showing that portion 
of Manitoba and a small portion of 
Saskatchewan lying between latitudes 
53 degrees and 54 degrees, and be- 
tween longitudes 98 degrees and 102 
degrees. These maps aro publistred 
on the scale of four miles to an inch 
in five colors and may be obtained 
from the above office.
